TEWKSBURY - The proposi- 
tion of building an interchange, 
and the desire by many to do 
so, between Route 125 and 
Dascomb Road on Interstate 93 
has existed for a quarter centu- 
ry. According to many in atten- 
dance, more progress toward 
that end was made last 
Thursday morning in an hour- 
and-a-half session than had 
been made over the span of 
twenty-plus years. 

Members of the 
Junction/Route 93 Development 
Area Task Force - which 
includes representatives from

Reading Co-operative Bank drops the gauntlet 


WILMINGTON - Reading Co-operative 
Bank kicked off a 13-week fundraising 
challenge to Wilmington's business 
community on Wednesday, August 9th 
with a check in the amount of $3,500. 
Funds raised through the campaign will 
benefit the restoration of Butters 
Farmhouse, the 300-year old home on 
Chestnut Street that was recently 
spared from an appointment with the 
business end of a bulldozer. 

In order to save the historical struc- 
ture from being razed to make way for 
new development, residents voted over- 
whelmingly in the 2006 Annual Town 
Meeting to appropriate $470,000 for the 
purchase of the property. Just this 
month, Wilmington's state legislators 
were successful in relieving local tax- 
payers of the full burden by appropriat- 
ing state funds to cover the purchase. 

Saving Butters Farmhouse from 
destruction was just the first step, how- 
ever. The structure is in dire need of 
restoration. 

Roughly two months ago, the 
Wilmington Historical Commission sent 
letters to local businesses containing an 
update on the status of the Butters 
Farmhouse and asking for donations. 
Some local businesses, such as Dunkin 
Donuts and Danversbank, were quick to 
step up to the plate with donations. 

In addition to donations, however, the 
Historical Commission also received a 
phone call. Julieann Thurlow, 
Executive Vice President of Reading 
Co-operative Bank, wanted to know how 
her company could become more 
involved. 

“In addition to contributing financial- 
ly, Julie Thurlow expressed that 
Reading Co-operative Bank would like

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An ill-conceived plan . 


The Tewksbury activist group known as U-25 is back in the 
headlines. Regrettably, the group is demonstrating a dangerous 
pattern - issuing proposals before researching all facets of the 
plan. 

The group first came onto the scene early in 2006 with plans to 
re-allocate the Town's budget for the purpose of increasing the 
public schools budget by $1 million. With that additional $1 mil- 
lion, the group argued, the school system could hire enough 
teachers to reduce classroom sizes below 25 students (hence the 
name: U-25), When asked by the Town Crier in February 2006, 
however, the group's primary spokesman, Jamie Cutelis, admit- 
ted that the group had not endeavored to perform an analysis of 
the budget. They simply felt confidant that the money was “in 
there somewhere” and that, if properly motivated, could be 
located and redistributed by the financial agents of the town. 

U-25 was eventually convinced to revise its plan and offer it as 
a Proposition 2 1/2 override question. 

That override question failed at the ballot. 

Recently, U-25 issued its latest plan - the group will sponsor 
three articles to the Special Town Meeting in October. 

One of those articles will call for a shift of $200,000 from the 
Tewksbury Public Library budget over to the town's stabilization 
fund. The Town Crier is uncomfortable with such an action. 

For starters, $200,000 appears to be an arbitrary figure with, 
once again, no analysis behind it and no plausible plan for deal- 
ing with the cuts. The group has offered some suggestions for 
cost cutting measures (opening an hour later each day, closing 
on Sundays, eliminating the assistant director role, etc.), but the 
suggestions do not produce savings anywhere near the $200,000 
mark, but would result in the loss of the library's accreditation. 

Perhaps more importantly, the mere proposition of unceremo- 
niously gutting the budget of a public library, put forth by a 
group purporting to be in favor of education, leaves a bad taste 
in one's mouth - and it certainly sends the wrong message to the 
youth of the community. Especially when more than 900 of 
Tewksbury's youngsters are currently participating in 
‘Tewksbury Public Library sponsored programs during the sum- 
mer months. 

I'm not exactly sure when public libraries gained the prover- 
bial “red-headed step-child” status within society, but the idea 
held by some that libraries have become obsolete as a result of 
the Internet couldn't be further from the truth. Statistically 
speaking, library visits throughout the country have more than 
doubled since the Internet became a household word. The visits 
to Tewksbury's library reflect, and exceed, those statistics. 

According to Library Director Elisabeth Desmairas, “On each 
Monday in July, more than 3,000 items slid across the library's 
circulation desk. Breaking those transactions down to any 
hourly average, the library's clerks have processed one book 
every twenty seconds. In fact, approximately 25,000 books and 
other items have been checked out in the month of July, a rate 
that would have been unheard of a decade ago.” 

Public libraries exist in the United States, thankfully, as a way 
to even the playing field between the privileged and the non-priv- 
ileged-- just as public education does. Despite the notion held by 
many residing in the comfort of the suburbs, not everyone in 
Massachusetts owns a computer. Particularly when one consid- 
ers that a number of Tewksbury motels, through state assis- 
tance, play host to homeless families, the crucial need for cost- 
free access to books, computers, and the Internet, cannot be 
understated. Indeed, the free and unhindered access to infor- 
mation is just one of the things that sets United States citizens 
apart from those living in third world countries. 

Yes, the public school system is in dire straits - if all other sta- 
tistics and evidence is set aside, the recent accreditation warn- 
ing issued to Tewksbury Memorial High School by the New 
England Association of Schools and Colleges will attest to that 
fact. 

But, decimating the library budget is not the answer. 

The Town Crier applauds any group of citizens that becomes 
involved in the community with the goal of improving it. 
However, the only thing more dangerous than pushing forward 
without a plan is pushing forward with a plan that is ill-con- 
ceived. 
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Fortnight in Review

Like every sum- 
mer, driving 
around town I've 

noticed a startling increase in building 
projects. One project, not yet in the build 
stage, will gain more visibility over the 
next few weeks and months as the devel- 
oper, The Hanover Company, appears 
before various boards in town working on 
due diligence. 

The Lodge at Ames Pond is coming to 
Tewksbury, and planning to bring 364 
rental units in a three phase building 
process. Of those 364 units, plans desig- 
nate 25% of the units as affordable with 
49% of the units as 1 bedroom, 40% as 2 
bedrooms and 11% as 3 bedrooms. 

The project, still in relative early stages 
of approval, scares the heck out of lots of 
residents, particularly parents worried 
about the already overburdened school 
system. I had to take a closer look at 
Tewksbury's 40B situation to sort out 
whether or not this enormous rental hous- 
ing project makes sense. 

Surprisingly, it does. 

I'm no fan of Chapter 40B, which effec- 
tively hogties communities trying to man- 
age growth, when the community possess- 
es a housing base less than ten percent of 
which is categorized as “affordable.” 

With 498 units of affordable housing in 
Tewksbury, the town stands at about 4.9%. 
Surrounding towns fare better than we do 
with Billerica at 6.1%, Chelmsford at 
5.8%, Dracut at 5.5%, and Wilmington 
near 9%. Andover has already met its 
10% commitment. 

And yet, residents surely know that the 
Town has a “higher percentage of condo- 
miniums and apartments than can be 
found in most towns nearby,” as the 
Tewksbury Affordable Housing Plan cites 
in the Comprehensive Needs Assessment 
portion. 
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Library a luxury 


So, why the contradiction? Poor plan- 
ning seems like the easy, and obvious, 
answer. The town has allowed many 
smaller sized developments offering few 
affordable housing units compared to the 
number of units being built. Over the next 
1-2 years, according to the Affordable 
Housing Plan, the town will see eight pro- 
jects built ranging in size from one to 60 
units including the first phase of the 
Lodge at Ames Hill (again, these are pro- 
jections). These eight projects will build 
222 units but only give the town 76 units 
designated affordable contributing to the 
10% required by 40B. 

The town needs 77 units in order to have 
the right to refuse dubious developments 
for- one year, a provision available to 
towns not yet at the 10% requirement. 
When a Zoning Board of Appeals rejects a 
developer's project the developer may 
appeal that decision to the State Housing 
Appeals Committee (HAC). Of the 415 
appeals that board heard from 1970 -2002 , 
45% of the cases were withdrawn, dis- 
missed or settled, 24% of the cases were 
negotiated between the town and the 
developer and 31% were decided by the 
HAC. Of that 31%, 84% ruled in favor of 
the developer and only 16% for the town. 
Clearly, towns are at a disadvantage with 
developers under the 40B law. 

But, back to those eight near term pro- 
jects. Almost all of them are ownership, 
or condominium, developments requiring 
up to 25% of affordable housing units as 
part of the development. When building 
small 16 unit projects that means only 
four count toward Tewksbury's 10%. 

The problem is that the projects, and 
affordable units, are coming piecemeal. 
And it gets worse. 

“As Tewksbury continues to approve 
market rate homes in conventional subdi- 
visions and cluster developments, the 


town accrues an unmet liability for 40B 
units,” states the Affordable Housing Plan 
mentioned earlier. Current estimates indi- 
cate that the town needs an additional 690 
affordable units. According to a Northern 
Middlesex Council of Governments study 
Tewksbury would have to create a whop- 
ping 2761 additional homes to obtain 690 
units under the 25% allotment. 

However, all rental units count toward 
the elusive 10% of total housing stock. 
Thus, a large development like that 
planned for Ames Hill, offers 364 units, a 
big dent in that 690 unit goal, and perhaps 
presents less stress for our schools. 

Renter occupied housing in Tewksbury 
averages 2.08 people per household versus 
the owner occupied households which 
average 2.9 people. Ames' projections on 
the saturation level of children that would 
move into the Lodge seem grossly under- 
estimated with only 49 children in the 
entire 364 complex. The developer con- 
tends that fifty percent of those children 
will be high school aged and the other 50 
percent will be elementary and middle 
school aged. 

That said, the project currently plans for 
a three phase managed building process 
over three years, with the first year only 
opening 34 units. Thus, the pain of a sud- 
den influx of students will take a little 
longer to feel, and perhaps give the town 
more time to repair school budgets and 
hire teachers. 

Keep an eye out for 40B developments as 
you drive around town. Accepting a devel- 
opment like the Lodge at Ames Hill, ignor- 
ing for the moment the legitimate cries of 
“Not In My Backyard” allows Tewksbury 
to claim a chunk of that 10% and returns 
some autonomy to town going forward in 
the near term.

Manager Pete Dion. “RMLD 
consistently maintains its 
equipment and trims trees near 
its lines in order to be prepared 
for weather like this,” Dion 
added. “We fared very well dur- 
ing the heat wave.” 

Dion says if customers have 
recently added central air con- 
ditioning or installed multiple 
window air conditioning units, 
“Call us and let us know you've 


ages to a minimum.” 

RMLD encourages customers 
‘a conserve during hot weather 

by making sure: 

+ air conditioners are installed 
on a wall receiving the least 
direct sunlight (usually a north- 
ern wall), 

* air conditioning is set at .78 


* filters are cleaned or 
replaced regularly, 

* blinds or shades are pulled 
down during the hottest part of 
the day, 

* windows are down to help 
insulate homes by keeping the 
air inside colder for longer, 

+ window air conditioners and 
central air registers are not 
blocked by drapes or furniture, 

* when cooking, use 
microwaves instead of ovens, 

* hold off washing and drying 
clothes until later in the

International Convention. For 
five days, Lions conduct associ- 
ation busine 
and enjoy the sights of an inter- 
national city. The Lions Clubs 
International Convention is one 

, of the largest annual conven 
tions of its kind in the world. , 

Normally the Lions Clubs 
International Board of 
Directors selects convention 
sites from around the world five 
years in advance, after an 
extensive bidding process. 
Following the devastation of 
Hurricanes Katrina and Rita, it 
was determined that the Lions 
Clubs International Convention 
would have to be moved from 
New Orleans to another city. 

Boston was one of a number 
of cities that quickly offered to 
host the convention. Tourist 
authorities presented options 
for accommodating the conven 
tion and the large number of 
attendees and explained why 
their cities are attractive desti- 
nations. Members of local Lions 
clubs also demonstrated their 
commitment by forming a 
Lions Host Committee. 

Deciding factors in the choice 
of Boston included appropriate 
meeting space, available hous- 
ing in proximity to the conven- 
tion center, median double 
room hotel rates and estimated 
shuttle c as well as the 
many attractions Boston offers 
for conventioneers from around 
the world. 

This was the first time that 
the Lions Clubs International 
Convention held in Boston and 
the first time it will be held in 
the northeastern part of the 
United States since 1936. 

Cooperation is vital between 
Lions Clubs _ International 
Headquarters staff and the 
local Lions Host Committee in 
order to make sure that the 
convention runs smoothly. 
Lions in Boston quickly formed 
a Host Committee and in only 
eight months volunteers have 
devoted hundreds of hours to 
preparing for the convention. 
The group is responsible for 
hospitality including staffing 
welcome centers, arranging

welcoming banners, securing 
local marching bands for the 
parade and serving as 
sergeants-at-arms for major 
events. 

Among the highlights of the 
convention was a spectacular 
Parade of Nations featuring 
9,000 Lions from 100 countries, 
many in native dress, who 
marched along with floats and 
25 marching bands 

In addition, the 2006 Lions 
Humanitarian Award was pre- 
sented to Shri Dipchand Savraj 
Gardi of Mumbai, India. At age 
91, Gardi is doing the work he 
likes best: giving away his 
wealth to those in need. 

Gardi was presented with this 
prestigious award on Tuesday, 
July 4. The 2006 Lions 
Humanitarian Award, the high- 
est honor of the association, 
includes a $200,000 grant for 
continuing humanitarian activi- 
ties from Lions — Clubs 
International Foundation. 
Previous Lions Humanitarian 
Award recipients include for: 
mer President Jimmy Carter 
arid Mother Ter 

At the age of 49, Gardi, who 
was educated in India and 
London, retired from his law 
career to dedicate his life to 
aiding others, Gardi began his 
philanthropic work by setting 
up schools in small villages, in 
particular schools for gi He 
continues to dedicate his life to 
philanthropic work on a_full- 
time basis. 

The Dipehand Gardi 
Charitable Trust provides 
approximately $80,000 per year 
in funding for a variety of pro- 
jects, including schools, hospi- 
tals religious _ institutio 
elderly homes and community 
health programs. 

The Trust generally distrib- 
utes $1,120 as seed money for 
projects, asking that the organi- 
zation or group raise four times 
this amount for the completion 
of work. Once that amount is 
raised, additional funds are 
provided by the Trust if needed. 
The feasibility of each project 
is first reviewed by Gardi, and 
then a host of other experts and 
specialists review the project 
For projects involving con- 
struction, surveyors and engi- 
neers also advise on the project 
and act as supervisors. 

"I particularly wanted girls to 
be educated because one edu- 
cated mother in each family 
could make a world of differ- 
ence to the future of society as 
a whole," he said. He built his 
first school at his birthplace 
when he was 31. 

He has been awarded the 
Gujarat Garima Award, Rajiv 
Gandhi Award and Girnar 
Award, in addition to other 
prestigious .awards, for his 
humanitarian work. However, 
he prefers to stay out of the 


limelight. "I want no reward, no 
award," he says. "Not a single 
school or anything else con- 
structed with my help is named 
after me. I want to be forgotten, 
not remembered. I want to be 
like the foundation stone pro- 
viding a firm and strong base 
for others to build their beauti- 
ful dreams on," he said. 

"What I have today was some- 
one else's yesterday and will 
belong to someone else tomor- 
row," Gardi said. He plans to 
continue his humanitarian 
work throughout India, working 
for the betterment of society 
and helping others fulfill their 
dreams. 

Convention delegates attend- 
ed workshops, learned about 
important issues facing com- 
munities around the world, 
elected international officers, 
voted on constitutional amend- 
ments and helped set the future 
direction for Lions Clubs 
International. Attendees also 
met with members from around 
the world for a week of fellow- 
ship. 

"I am very proud of the 
Tewksbury club for being part 
of this terrific occasion. It was 
exciting for me to meet so many 
people from countries all over 
the world. We shared stories 
and experiences with people 
from other countries and found 
ways to overcome the language 
barriers. I am also looking for- 
ward to future conyentions so I 
can reconnect with my new 
international friends," said 
Gibson.

tial site for a 750,000 square foot 
shopping mall to be built by the 
Mills Corporation. 

One of the challenges in devel- 
oping the area is that it con- 
sists of acreage that straddles 
the town-lines of Wilnfington, 
Tewksbury, and Andover. 

Members of the Task Force 
jumped at the suggestion made 
by Carole Hamilton, 
Wilmington Director of 
Planning & Conservation, to 
establish a cooperative overlay 
district for the entire area, 
regardless of municipal bound- 
aries. 

“That would mean that a 
developer that came in with a 
project that straddles two town- 
lines would have one set of 
rules to guide them, as opposed 
to having to follow several dif- 
ferent set of rules and attend- 


ing an endless stream of meet- 
ings in the different towns,” 
Hamilton said. 

Chris Huntress, Chairman of 
Andover's Interchange Task 
Force lauded the proposal of 
such an overlay district and 
took it a step further. 

“That is an excellent idea,” 
Huntress said, “I had hoped 
that the three communities 
might get together and develop 
a master plan for the area.” 
The development of a master 
plan, according to Huntress, 
would propose land uses and 
therefore remove any doubt as 
to what the communities would 
ideally like to see from poten- 
tial developers.

‘TEWKSBURY - The fate of a 
750,000 square foot Mills Mall to 
be located in Tewksbury is now 
in the hands of the federal gov- 
ernment, 

Mills first needed to garner 
support for the project from the 
community of Tewksbury. That 
Support was solidified during a 
May 2004 Special Town Meeting 
tn which the town voted over- 
whelmingly in favor of the pro- 
ject. 

Early in 2006 Mills 
Corporation garnered national 
headlines as it struggled with 
inaccurate accounting records 
going back as far as 2000. The 
company announced the cutting 
of a number of its executives, 
the abandonment of most of its 
scheduled projects, and even 
defaulting in some of its debts. 
Mills representatives have, 
however, consistently espoused

That com- 
mitment remains, according to 
David Wahr, regional consul- 
tant to Mills Corporation, and a 
resident of Andover: 

Regardless of Mills' solvency, 
the entire project hinges on the 
approval of a new I-93 inter- 
change located between Route 
125 and Dascomb Road. 
Without that new interchange, 
the parcel remains landlocked 
and not viable for such develop- 
ment. Furthermore, 
Tewksbury's 2004 Special Town 
Meeting vote is contingent on 
the building of a new inter- 
change.

The Wilmington Wildcats 
capped off an amazing sum- 
mer season by winning the 
Northeast League champi- 
onship Friday, defeating 
North Reading 10-3. 

Wilmington’s amazing victo- 
ry was anchored by pitcher 
Andrew Valente, who pitched 
brilliantly. He went five and 
1/3 innings, giving up two 
runs on three hits, while walk- 
ing four and striking out four. 

The final game progressed a 
lot differently than the first 
two of the series. The first 
game was won by North 
Reading 14-9, with 
Wilmington taking the next 
game 10-8. Valente was able 
to silence the North Reading 
bats by mixing up his pitches 
and throwing a consistent 
curveball. 

“I was just using the break- 
ing ball really well,” he said.

Wilmington’s bats were hot 
the whole series, and Friday's 
game was no _ different. 
Charlie Waitt continued his 
prowess at the plate, going 2- 
for-4 with two RBIs and a run. 
Kyle Lunt had a hit to go 
along with two RBIs. Carlton 
Lentini and David Rak each 
had a pair of hits, with Rak 
contributing two runs and an 
RBI. 

The story of the game, how- 
ever, was Valente. The way 
North Reading had been hit- 
ting the first two games, it

would be easy to assume that 
they could put up eight or nine 
runs again in a heartbeat. 
Valente came in prepared for 
the game, hoping that North 
Reading would be stifled.

Lentini had three hits, all 
doubles, and scored three 
times in the game.

Another bright spot was 
Valente, who showed a pre- 
view of what he had in store 
for Friday. He pitched a solid 
3 2/3 innings, only giving up 
two runs on four hits. 

Wilmington responded in a 
big way on Thursday at home. 
They overcame an eight-run 
deficit and propelled them- 


selves to a 10-8 win, evening 
up the series at one game 
apiece. Lentini was on the 
mound, and while he let up six 
earned runs, he kept the 
Wildcats in the game through- 
out. 

Ernie Mello had a huge day 
in his leadoff spot at the plate, 
going 2-for4 with two runs 
scored. Legro, who hit the 
ball consistently solid all year, 
went 2-for-3 with two runs and 
an RBI. Rak was perfect at 
the plate, going 3-for-3 with 
two runs and an RBI. 
Brendan Sheehan had three 
runs, while Lunt had two 
RBIs. Shane Foley also 
added a hit and an RBI.

Valente tosses 
gem in title game

An old baseball adage says 
defense wins championships. 
Wilmington’s Andrew Valente 
proved Friday that pitching 
can also do the same. 

Valente was flawless on the 
mound in the third and deci- 
sive game against North 
Reading, pitching five and 1/3 
innings, giving up two runs on 
three hits, while walking four 
and striking out four. He led 
the Wildcats to a 10-3 victory, 
good enough for the Northeast 
League title. 

What’s most impressive 
about Valente’s start is who 
the opponent he faced. North 
Reading had been on an 
absolute tear offensively in 
the series, scoring 14 and 8 
runs in the first two games 
respectively. Their bats were 
considerably cooler in the 
third game, mainly because 
Valente was able to keep them 
off-balance. 

Valente isn’t a flamethrower, 
so he doesn’t overpower hit- 
ters with his fastball. He 
mixes up his pitches well, and 
has a very effective breaking 
ball. He used this breaking 
ball to his advantage the 
entire game, fooling many 
North Reading hitters. 

Wilmington struggled might- 
ily in the first half of the year, 
often because their starters 


couldn’t get out of the first 
inning. Valente was one of 
the exceptions. Coach Don 
Foley knew at the beginning of 
the -year how important 
Valente was to the staff. 

“In the first game (of the 
year) the starting pitcher did- 
n't get out of the first inning, 
and Valente pitched five 
innings of relief,” Foley said. 
“He cdme back three days 
later and pitched five innings 
of relief again. He’s thrown 
the ball the best out of anyone 
so far.” 

The Wildcats have been 
underdogs all year, and the 
championship series was no 
different. They lost the first 
game 14-9, and were down in 
the second game 8-3 before 
coming back to win 10-8. The 
Wildcats of the beginning of 
the year might have packed it 
in. But the current Wildcats 
team, Valente said, was a 
stark contrast from the earlier 
version. 

“We just pulled together,” he 
said. “At the beginning of the 
year it was just varsity and JV 
mixed together. But we really 
pulled together and got on the 
same side and the same page. 
We really meshed together. 
We've been playing good base- 
ball. When you play good 
baseball you can take down 
anybody.” 

The unexpected run to the 


championship: by Wilmington 
will no doubt be a confident 
boost for the team when high 
school action begins. Most of 
the core players, including 
Valente, will be on the dia- 
mond in the spring. North 
Reading is also in the Cape- 
Ann League, where they no 
doubt will remember their two 
tough losses. Valente knows 
his team*won't forget their 
championship run. 

“Now we'll be walking 
around thinking we can take 
down anybody,” he said. “We 
won’t be having second 
thoughts or anything like that 
After winning this we know we 
can win anything. Kids won't 
be taking us lightly anymore.” 

The Wilmington High School 
lefthander is entering his 
junior year. He pitched exclu- 
sively on the varsity team in 
the spring, taking his spot as 
the number three man in the 
rotation.

READING Despite a 
strong objection by Committee 
member Pete Dahl, the Read- 
ing School Committee last 
week approved a new overlay 
district proposed by Superin- 
tendent Patrick Schettini to 
accommodate two new residen- 
tial developments in town. 

Schettini advised the Com- 
mittee that the Archstone and 
Johnson Woods developments 
were creating a unique situa- 
tion in town, Therefore he was 
proposing an overlay district 
that would allow children that 
may be residing in those devel 
opments to go to an elementary 
school within the two mile limit 
of their home but not necessar 
ily in their district as it exists 
at present 

He noted that without the 
overlay, students from both 
developments would be 
assigned to the Alice M. Bar 
rows School. He did not know 
how many students would be 
added to the roles but noted 
that it could significantly 
increase class size at the 
school 

Schettini told the Commit 
tee, “We would not split up any 
family. We would look at the 
least impact on class size 
based on the family size.” 

In his letter he stated, “I am 
recommending this action so 
that I have the option of 
enrolling the students, living in 
these developments, to the 
school within a two mile radius 
that would have the least 
impact on class size 

According to Schettini, the 
radius is measured from the 
school to the front door of the 
last house in each develop 
ment. His proposal calls for 
children in Archstone to be 


sent to either the Joshua Eaton 
or Barrows and for the Johnson 
Woods students to be sent to 
Birch Meadow, Barrows or 
Eaton 

Dahl was opposed to the 
plan and called it unfair to the 
parents, because there was no 
firm definition of where the 
children would go to school. He 
noted that as they were not yet 
residents they did not have a 
-chance to represent themselves 
on the issue. 

“We are targeting a class of 
people (people who do not yet 
live in town), who will live in 
those developments,” Dahl 


Reading 


argued, “I think these people 
have some rights and choices. 
They have the right to move 
into a neighborhood where the 
school district is already set.” 


According to Dahl, if an 
influx of students is too great 
at any one school, then a redis- 
tricting process should be put 
into place. This would give all 
parents a right to-be heard on 
the issue at public hearings. 

Schettini noted that he had 
spoken out on the issue when 
plans for the construction of 
the developments were first 
unveiled. At that time he had 
called for the formation of an 
overlay district 

Committee Chairperson 
Elaine Webb said, “Two years 
ago we thought we would have 
to be creative about these 
developments.” 

She added, “I think this is a 
wonderful way to welcome 
these people to the community 
by saying these are the schools 
you will be going to.” 

Webb noted that the situa 
tion might be different if each 
school had a different curricu- 
lum. However, the way Reading 
schools are set up each school 
offers the same educational 
opportunities and therefore no 
child will be negatively affect 
ed in the education

munities,” Webb said

Schettini said it would be. 

However, Committee mem 
ber Carl McFadden said that in 
the future it might be neces 
sary to redistrict the schools, 
sending the children off to

After all was: said and done, 
the Committee passed the 
motion by a vote of 4-1-1 
McFadden abstained due to a 
business relationship that 
might cause‘a conflict of inter 
est 

Schettini told the Committee 
he would be sending out letters 
to the property management 
companies for the two develop: 
ments so they could inform 
people moving in where the 
schools are located. He also 
expected new parents in town 
to contact his office about_the 
educational opportunities avail 
able to their children.

“Politics in a small town is 
often very tricky business,” 
notes the “Stoneham 
Independent.” 

“There are often agendas, 
friends asking’ for and 
expecting help, the sense it’s 
difficult and sometimes 
impossible to please the pub:

tion to allow a little bit of 
clout and political power to 
get to one’s head and make 
politicians forget why they 
ran for office in the first 
place — longtime Selectman 
and Stoneham Town Father 
Cosmo Ciccarello never fell 
victim to any of these politi- 
cal pitfalls. 

“Cosmo was instead one of

Getting accepted 


Grades still at top for colleges 


Perhaps unfairly, more pres- 
sure than ever before is on 
today’s high school students. 
The number of high schoolers 
who want to continue on to col- 
lege is ever-increasing. Since 
the competition is stiff, 
prospective collegians must 
demonstrate experience in a 
wide range of activities in addi- 
tion to academics in the hopes 
of standing out from the rest. 

While no two admissions 
boards are the same, students 
hoping to make a name for 
themselves among the sea of 
applicants can bank on a hand- 
ful of resume builders to ensure 
they pass the admission board 
litmus tests. 

* Grades. High schoolers 
can have a resume that boasts 
such things as class president, 
homecoming king or queen, 
tutoring underprivileged kids, 
etc. But if the grades aren't 

there, the admission likely 
won't be, either. Which isn’t to 
say straight-A’s are a necessity. 
But good grades remain the 
foundation and the foremost 
thing admission boards exam- 
ine throughout the decision 
process. 

The “Princeton Review” 
points out that schools look at 
grades all the way through a 


schoolastic career, meaning the 
typical “senioritis” that settles 
in for high school seniors 
should be cautioned against to 
avoid damaging a GPA stu- 
dents worked three and a half 
years to achieve. 

* Classes. In addition to con- 
sidering how well you did in 
school, admissions boards will 
look at what classes were 
taken. For instance, a B aver- 
age in honors-level courses will 
likely look better than an A 
average in standard-level class: 
es. Advanced-placement classes 
are especially appealing 
they are college-level cours 
and will provide perhaps the 
most genuine glimpse as to 
how well you can perform aca 
demically in college. Students 


who don’t qualify for honors or 
AP classes, however, should not 
feel certain schools are off-lim- 
its. Just make sure the classes 
you take are legitimate ones 
(ie. courses in mathematics, 
English, foreign language) and 
that you do well in each 

* Standardized Test Scores 
While some schools have 
reduced the emphasis placed 
on ACT or SAT scores over the 
years, the fact of the matter 
remains they are still very 


important to most higher learn- 
ing institutions. Good grades 
might get you admission, but 
good grades coupled with high 
test scores will get you in and 
likely get you scholarship or 
grant money, a big bonus 
thanks to rising tuition and 
room and board costs. Taking 
ests such as the ACT and SAT 
seriously is imperative and 
often worth whatever the cost 
may be to prepare. Few schools 
look beyond test scores as a 
chief admission consideration, 
and fewer yet don’t look at the 
scores at all. A strong perfor- 
mance from students without 
the grades will also raise an 
eyebrow on a few admissions 
boards. 


+ Activities. Much debate 
has been made over just how 
big a role activities play in get- 
ting kids into collegé. The 
National Association for Col- 
lege Admissions Counseling’s 
(NACAC) State of College 
Admission report for 2005 
showed that perhaps extracur- 
riculars are overrated among 
applicants (and maybe even 
underrated by colleges). Slight- 
ly more than 50 percent of the 
661 schools that responded to 
the survey said extracurricu-

Still, a glowing recom- 
mendation can turn a border- 
line candidate into a lock, and 
a potential scholarship winner 
into someone who no longer 
needs to.worry about paying 
for college. Choosing who will 
write a recommendation is 
important as well, as the stu- 
dent will want a teacher who 
knows about him in and out of 
the classroom and who can 

r better insight into who he 
is as a person as well as a stu- 
dent. 

* Class Rank. This can be 
completely irrelevant depend- 
ing on the school. Students who 
ranked #1 of a a graduating 
class of 12 won't look as good 
as those who finished atop a 
class of 450. Also, if fellow 
classmates did poorly, being at 
the top of a class that barely 
graduated won't be too impres- 
sive, either. Some schools don’t 
even release or compile class 
rank, so it might be entirely 
moot. Still, class rank is some- 
thing 65 percent of schools sur- 


veyed by NACAC said they con- * 


sider (with varying degrees of 
importance), so the higher up a 
student may be, the more it 
could be to his advantage.

Furnishings and 
classroom materials were 
moved into the school 
beginning July 24. 

About 60 percent of the 
furniture used by students and 
staffis being recycled back into 
the building, therefore, a 
replacement schedule will be 
necessary to maintain high- 
quality materials, according to 
the Batchelder School 
Improvement Plan for 2006- 
07. This plan was recently 
accepted by the School 
Committee.

The original completion date 
was July 1, But the torrential 
rains flooded the transformers, 
and came through those 
transformers into the building 
which forced some work on the 
site to be halted, Venezia 
explained to the School 
Committee. 

Venezia added that the 
situation was adequately 
addressed and the replacement 
parts were ordered, but the 
delays it caused made it 
impossible to have the 
building completed by July 1. 
A new “substantial completion 
date” was set for August 1. 

Among the goals in the 
coming school year contained 
in the School Improvement 
Plan are promoting and 
fostering a sense of awareness 
and appreciation for the new 
Batchelder School by the 
community.
